The  projects  approved  in  1966  on  Oak  Hill  and  to  the  Oak 
Birch  Inn  have  been  completed  and  service  is  being  supplied 
to  these  areas. 

The  new  line  on  Upper  Bay  Street  in  the  Cannpground  is 
connpleted  and  the  majority  of  the  services  on  the  lake  front 
above  the  Mount's  Wharf  have  been  connected  to  our  large 
main  in  the  road,  thus  eliminating  the  summer  line  at  the  rear 
of  these  cottages. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  cottages  on  Manchester  Ave.  will 
be  connected  to  a  year-round  pipe  this  spring,  eliminating  a 
summer  line.  A  new  main  pipe  will  be  placed  in  the  area  in  front 
of  the  Boarding  House,  which  burned  this  fall. 

Details  concerning  the  water  system  on  the  Curtis  Develop- 
ment should  be  completed  this  spring,  which  would  improve  the 
main  pipe  to  Davenport's  and  extend  to  the  Curtis  property. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  move  the  location  of  the  hydrant 
at  the  foot  of  Bay  Hill  to  the  end  of  the  parking  let  near  the 
Bath  House  for  better  coverage  and  service.  This  will  be  a  new 
and  larger  hydrant. 

The  system  is  working  well  with  no  apparent  problems  at 
this  time.

Town  shu+offs  are  ho  be  used  by  or  with  the  consent  of  the 
Water  Commissioners.  These  shutoffs  are  the  valves  located 
nearest  the  water  main   pipe. 

Any  town  water  valve  or  shutoff  disturbed  or  dug  up  shall 
not  be  covered  until  inspected  and  approved  by  the  Water  Com- 
missioners. 

All  customers  on  summer  Water  Mains  are  responsible  for 
securing  their  water  piping  before  April  19  of  each  spring  to 
receive  the  Town  Water  when  the  lines  are  turned  on.  This 
usually  consists  of  closing  their  main  control  shutoff  preventing 
the  water  from  entering  their  homes  until  they  are  there  to 
check  their  system  for  breaks  or  leaks.  The  summer  Water  Mains 
are  shuloff  on  the  Monday  following  the  twelfth  of  October  of 
each  year  to  allow  customers  ample  time  to  drain  their  systems. 

Customers  of  the  Alton  Water  Works  with  meters  are 
responsible  for  damage  to  the  meters  such  as  freezing. 

No  plastic  pipe  Is  to  be  used  on  buried  services  unless  ap- 
proved by  the  Water  Commissioners  and  any  plastic  pipes 
used  above  ground  shall  have  a  pressure  reducer  in  use  to  re- 
duce the  water  pressure  the  plastic   pipe  is  exposed  to. 

Any  use  of  Town  Water  to  buildings  or  apartments  other 
than  these  known  to  the  Water  Commissioners  Is  prohibited 
without  first  obtaining  permission  for  same  from  the  Wr.ter 
Commissioners.

The  1967  program  was  held  for  five  weeks  (July  lO-August 
II).  The  adult  instructor  was  Rosina  Wallace  and  Gayle  Stevens 
was  our  student  helper. 

The  program  consisted  of  organized  games,  general  play, 
nature  study  and  hikes,  arts  and  crafts,  learning  games  from 
other  countries,  and  trips.  Trips  taken  this  sumer  were  to  White 
Lake  State  Park,  Tamworth;  Libby  Museum,  Wolefboro;  Ella- 
coya  Stete  Park,  Gilford;  Steam  Village,  Gilford;  Wentworth 
State   Park,  Wolfeboro;   Benson  Animal   Farm,    Hudson.

Under  this  program,  1,965  feet  of  the  Old  Wolfeboro  Road 
was  widened,  graveled  and  drained.  In  one  section,  the  bank 
was  lowered  for  safety  purposes,  giving  clearer  visibility  on  up 
hill  driving. 

One  catch  basin  and  two  concrete  drains  and  headers  were 
also   installed. 

The  ditchers  were  improved  on  the  sides  of  the  road,  and 
shoulders  were  built  up  along  the  ditches. 

Twelve  inches  of  tar  and  gravel  were  removed  and  nine 
inches  ot  gravel  and  three  inches  of  Farmer's  Mix  Tar  put  back. 

Many  large  boulders  were  removed,  which  had  raised  to 
a  point  of  coming  through  the  tar. 

The  gravel  and  tar  that  was  removed  from  this  job  was  used 
to  build  a  road  in  to  the  reservoir  on  Bay  Hill   and   Route  23. 

The  Town  of  Alton  received  for  use  of  its  labor  and  equip- 
ment $3577.41.  The  reimbursement  for  Town  Labor  was  $1519.- 
00.  The  revenue  for  rental  of  Highway  Equipment  was  $2058.41. 

This  $2058.41  was  used  as  a  credit  to  the  Highway  De- 
partment's "Summer"   and   "General  Expense"   accounts.

Alton   Mountain   Road: 

A  distance  of  2,450  feet  was  widened,  graveled,  drained 
and  rough  graded.  A  four  foot  concrete  culvert  and  headers 
were    installed    at   the    lower    part    of    the    road.    The    road    was 
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raised  three  feet  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  just  below  the  Willard 
Mudge  house  for  a  distance  of  247  feet.  This  will  prevent  wash- 
outs in  the  spring. 

Bay  Hill: 

From  the  end  of  the  tar,  a  distance  of  520  feet  was  wid- 
ened, drained,  excavated,  graveled  and  graded,  ready  for  Hot 
Top,  which  is  to  be  done  in  the  spring  of  1968.  Two  forty  foot 
steel  "tar  coated"  culvets  with  headers  were  installed. 

Some  of  the  gravel  excavated  from  this  road  was  used  to 
build  up  a  section  along  the  marsh  on  Route  140  and  to  the 
Letter  '  S"  Road.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Alton  School 
District:  I  respectfully  submit  my  second  report  as  your  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

The  voters  of  the  Alton  School  District  approved  a  special 
study  committee  at  the  last  Annual  School  District  Meeting.  The 
moderator  appointed  Mr.  Kenneth  B.  Gilbert  as  Chairman,  Mrs. 
Jack  Brooke  as  clerk  and  Mr.  Harold  W.  Finethy  as  member.  This 
cooperative  school  district  planning  committee  has  met  frequent- 
ly since  being  appointed  and  are  in  the  process  of  studying  all 
of  the  alternatives.  Their  task  is  by  far  the  most  difficult  possible 
—  that  being  to  find  the  most  economical  as  well  as  the  best 
educational  means  of  educating  the  youth  of  Alton. 

The  purpose  of  this  report  will  be  to  indicate  some  of  the 
problems  surrounding  the   present  educational   system   in  Alton: 

1.  In  September  of  1964,  there  were  25  students  in  grade  9. 
This  same  group  of  students  are  now  seniors,  but  there  are  only 
13  as  of  the  start  of  the  school  year.  Some  have  moved,  some 
dropped  out  of  school,  some  may  be  attending  other  high 
school,  but  the  question  still  remains,  why  have  nearly  50%  of 
the  class  of  1968  who  started  as  ninth  graders  never  reached 
the  twelfth  grade? 

2.  This  present  school  year  there  are  approximately  17 
classes  being  taught  with  less  than  10  students  in  each  class. 
This  represents  over  40%  of  the  courses  available  to  a  high 
schools,  but  the  question  still  remains,  why  have  nearly  50%  of 
is  very  questionable)  but  is  it  economically  feasible? 

3.  It  is  now  not  possible  to  offer  all  of  the  minimum  number 
of  courses  recommended  each  year,  therefore  it  becomes 
necessary  to  offer  some  courses  every  other  year.  At  present, 
two  science  courses,  two  social  studies  courses,  and  two  prac- 
tical arts  courses  are  not  offered  to  the  students  this  year.  There 
will  be  six  of  the  present  courses  now  being  offered  that  will 
not  be  offered  next  year  in  order  to  offer  other  courses.  What 
happens  to  the  student  who  thansfers  into  the  Alton  High  School 
as  a  senior  needing  chemistry  and  finds  it  is  not  being  offered 
this   year? 

4.  A  survey  was  made  last  year  in  order  to  identify  the 
reading  abilities  of  the  students  in  grades  two  through  twelve. 
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It  was  found  that  approximately  20%  of  this  group  were  read- 
ing at  a  level  of  one  year  below  their  present  grade  level.  The 
remedial  reading  program  is  presently  working  to  alleviate  this 
problem,  but  the  situation  is  still  critical. 

5.  The  costs  involved  in  operating  a  small  high  school  in- 
crease at  a  greater  rate  than  the  increase  in  the  enrollment,  thus 
resulting  in  a  larger  per  pupil  cost.  The  Alton  High  School  en- 
rolled 76  students  in  September,  eleven  less  than  in  September 
of  1964.  There  are  only  two  other  4-year  schools  smaller; 
Orford  (66)  and  Pittsburg  [75].  The  average  sized  high  school 
is  approximately  500  students  with  an  average  pupil  cost  of 
$581.00.  The  1966-67  high  school  per  pupil  cost  in  Alton  was 
$897.13.  How  can  the  students  in  Alton  receive  the  same  educa- 
tional opportunities  as  a  large  majority  of  other  high  school 
students  in  New  Hampshire  and  still  keep  the  costs  nearer  the 
average? 

6.  Last  year  there  was  a  40%  teacher  turn  over  in  the  Alton 
schools,  most  of  them  occurring  at  the  secondary  level.  Still  more 
surprising,  of  the  total  number  of  teachers  in  Alton  in  September 
of  1963,  there  are  now  only  three  still  here.  Within  the  last  two 
years  there  has  been  a  70%  turn  over  in  the  teaching  staff. 
How  is  it  possible  to  maintain  stability  in  the  teaching  staff,  in 
order  to  have  some  consistency  in  philosophy  and  in  teaching 
methods.. 

Please  do  not  misunaerstand  the  purpose  of  indicating 
these  six  problems.  There  is  no  intent  to  paint  a  dismal  picture, 
but  more  to  indicate  the  tremendous  task  facing  the  dedicated 
members  of  your  school  board  and  the  members  of  the  study 
committee.  There  are  fine  educational  practices  taking  place  in 
the  Alton  schools.  Mr.  Brown,  Principal,  has  worked  diligently 
toward  the  improvement  of  the  education  being  offered  the 
youth  of  Alton.  Through  continued  support  of  the  public,  it  is 
felt  solutions  can  be  found  to  these  problems.  Some  of  the 
answers  are  easier  than  others. 

I  want  to  express  sincere  appreciation  to  the  parents,  busi- 
ness men,  citizens,  and  all  other  agencies  for  their  continued 
interest  and   support.

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C.  REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Members  of  the  Alton  School  Board  and  the  Citizens 
of  Alton;  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  an- 
nual report  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  Alton  schools  are  rapidly  approaching  the  time 
when  they  v/ill  have  a  unified  elementary  curriculum.  Pres- 
ently they  have  u{>-dated  material  in  mathematics,  science, 
and  language  arts.  This  coming  year  Alton  will  up-date  the 
reading  program  by  purchasing  new  text  books  and  support- 
ing material.  A  clinic,  a  workshop  and  a  major  conference  on 
reading  is  presently  being  planned.  This  will  leave  Social 
studies  as  the  one  major  curriculum  containing  great  weak- 
ness. The  social  studies  updating  is  tentatively  planned  for 
the  following  school  year. 

At  present  a  strong  weakness  in  the  tasting  program 
exists  in  Alton.  With  the  coming  school  year  we  plan  to  begin 
a  systematical  testing  program  which  will  make  it  much  eas- 
ier to  identify  children  with  learning  problems  at  an  early 
age.  This  wiU  allow  many  problems  to  be  corrected  before 
they  become  part  of  the  student's  educational  habits. 

A  further  problem  is  the  very  rapid  turnover  in  the 
teaching  staff.  This  creates  many  problems.  We  have  become 
very  aware  of  the  constant  changes  in  the  philosophy  of  the 
staff  which  has  created  problems  in  curriculum  and  in  other 
areas.  One  of  our  major  efforts  this  year  will  be  to  retain  the 
best  teachers  and  attempt  to  find  and  employ  good  teachei-s 
who  will  remain  in  our  system. 

Under  the  excellent  leadership  of  Mr.  Brown  the  school 
has  progressed  nicely  this  year.  We  will,  however,  continue 
to  face  the  high  per-pupil  cost  in  the  high  school  due  to  the 
low  total  enrollment.  This  is  also  a  problem  within  the 
classroom  from  a  curriculum  point  of  view  in  that  there  is 
little  stuudent  competition. 

During  the  first  half-year  that  I  have  held  this  position, 
I  have  enjoyed  working  with  the  Alton  personnel.  I  have 
found  the  School  Board  sincere  and  determined  to  do  their 
very  best  for  the  district.

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REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL  TO  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 
AND  THE   CITIZENS   OF  ALTON 

I   respectfully   submit  my  first  annual   report. 

The  Alton  Schools  have  grown  in  stature  in  the  past  several 
years  under  the  guidance  of  a  number  of  principals.  Some  of 
their  major  concerns  have  been  acted  upon  by  the  citizens  of 
Alton  and  ore  beginning  to  bear  the  fruits  of  improvement. 

In  1965  a  Remedial  Reading  Teacher  was  requested  to  im- 
plement the  then  current  program.  Through  a  series  of  tests  and 
interviews  it  is  now  possible  to  diagnose  reading  problems  and 
work  towards  acquiring  better  reading  skills  on  all  grade  levels. 
The  1968-69  school  year  will  see  the  addition  of  Developmental 
Reading  to  the  required  curriculum  for  the  seventh  and  eighth 
graders.  This  course  will  also  be  offered  as  an  elective  to  the 
ninth  and  tenth  graders. 

Our  Special  Education  Program  is  now  two  years  old.  At 
the  present  time,  we  have  an  enrollment  of  eight  students.  The 
express  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  place  concentrated  effort 
on  individual  instruction.  It  is  often  possible  after  a  period  of 
time  to  promote  these  youngsters  into  the  regular  program  on 
a  full  time  basis  or  have  them  partake  in  classroom  instruction 
on  a  part  time  basis.  I  feel  that  our  program  has  been  highly 
successful  and   beneficial  to  these  youngsters. 

We  have  presently  a  Teacher's  Aide  working  part  time  in 
our  elementary  program.  The  time  she  has  been  devoting  has 
proven  invaluable  to  the  improvement  of  instruction  for  the 
youngsters.  Although  her  duties  are  of  a  non-instructional  na- 
ture, she  acts  as  a  safety  valve  releasing  the  increased  paper 
work  and  routine  business  that  is  preesnt  whenever  the  number 
of  students  increase  to  the  point  of  limiting  teacher  effectiveness, 
thus  permitting  the  teacher  to  devote  his  time  to  improved  class- 
room   instrutcion. 

In  the  light  of  these  improvements  that  have  taken  place 
over  a  number  of  years,  one  must  still  consider  areas  of  pressing 
concern  that  have  received  little  attention. 

The  1968-1969  school  year  should  be  the  year  to  expand 
our  schoool  program.  It  is  my  intention  to  offer  the  students  of 
Alton   an   equal   educational   opportunity  and  the  community  on 
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adequate  school  to  attract  new  residents  to  this  beautiful  New 
Hampshire  area.  I  have  made  the  following  proposals  for  the 
next  school  year. 

1.  Art:  I  would  like  to  increase  the  number  of  hours  that 
Art  is  taught  in  order  to  bring  a  more  meaningful  program  to 
more  youngsters. 

2.  Physical  Education:  This  would  appear  to  be  the  most 
popular  extracurricular  activity  enjoyed  by  the  students.  I  feel 
that  we  need  a  full-time  physical  education  instructor.  Only  a 
few  youngsters  can  take  physical  education  and  only  for  a 
period  of  five  hours  per  week.  A  well  organized  physical  educa- 
tion program  can  give  the  moral,  physical,  and  mental  chal- 
lenges that  are  necessary  for  proper  growth  and  development. 
When  the  students  voted  in  January  1968,  they  expressed  them- 
selves by  the  following  count:  274  "yes"  (for  physical  education) 
to  6  "no"  (against  physical  education).  The  desire  is  here  and 
I  believe  it  to  be  a  sincere  one. 

3.  Junior  High  Teacher:  Our  Junior  High  School  will  experi- 
ence a  substantial  increase  in  student  enrollment.  This  statement 
is  based  on  the  present  size  of  this  year's  sixth  and  seventh 
grades.  I  sincerely  hope  that  classrooms  of  40  students  or  more 
will  not  be  permitted  by  the  residents  of  Alton  and  that  this 
additional  faculty  member  will  be  a  realization  and  not  just  o 
recommendation. 

The  Alton  School  Library  continues  to  grow  and  to  serve 
the  needs  of  over  335  students  and  faculty  members.  Our  goal 
is  to  provide  reference  materials,  supplementary  reading  ma- 
terials, and  the  latest  information  available  in  periodicals  for 
the  entire  curriculum  of  grades  one  to  twelve.  This  is  a  large 
order,  and  we  are  trying  to  improve  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  our  materials  all  the  time. 

We  plan  to  purchase  one  book  per  student  and  faculty 
member  per  year,  and  add  about  twelve  up-to-date  reference 
books,  bur  this  is  never  quite  possible  as  book  prices  are  rising 
faster  than  our  budget.  However  our  collection  is  growing  faster 
than  usual,  due  to  the  many  gifts  of  excellent  books  and  maga- 
zines which  have  been  given  by  interested  townspeople. 
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So  far  this  year,  we  have  purchased  176  books,  and  have 
been  given  132  books.  Of  these  numbers,  fifty-three  books  hove 
been  for  the  elementary  grades;  seventy-six  for  the  Junior  high 
been  for  the  elementary  grades;  seventy-six  for  the  junior  high 
wcte  reference  books,  and  eleven,   professional   books. 

We  subscribe  to  45  magazines  and  newspapers,  of  which 
nine  subscriptions  are  donated. 

I  am  firmly  convinced  that  the  Alton  School  System  can  only 
be  as  good  as  the  willingness  of  the  community  to  support  it.
